CouncIL CHAMBER, 
July Ist, 1879. 


Pursuant to the proclamation of Hon. B. F. Potts, Governor 
of the Territory of Montana, the Council of the Eleventh Legisla- 
tive Assembly of Montana Territory, convened at the Council 
Chamber, in Helena, Montana Territory, on this the Ist day of July, 
A. D. 1879, at 12 o’clock m. Mr. President A. H. Mitchell in 
the chair; who directed the Chief Clerk, Harry R. Comly, to call 
the roll. 

Roll called. ; 

Present—Messrs. M. Barrett of Beaverhead; W. O. P. Hays 
of Gallatin County; A. M. Holter of Lewis and Clarke County; T. 
C. Ives of Missoula County; Joseph A. Hyde of Deer Lodge

H. Mitchell of Deer Lodge County—7. 

Absent—Messrs. Conrad, Gillette, Hickman, Kennon, Parberry 
and Sedman—6. 

There being a quorum present, by order of Mr. President, the 
proclamation of the Governor was read by the Chief Clerk, as 
follows, to wit: 
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PROCLAMATION. 


WHEREAS, the Eleventh Legislative Assembly of Montana 
Territory adjourned without making an apportionment of the Ter- 
ritory for legislative purposes, as required by the law of Congress; 
and, whereas, the safety of the lives and property of the people of 
the Territory requires ‘such legislation as will enable them, by 
-armed organizations, to protect themselves and their property from 
Indian depredations; and, whereas, the said Legislative Assembly 
failed to enact a law providing for the funding of the debt of the 
Territory at a lower rate of interest than the Territory now pays; 
and, whereas, serious errors appear in some of the laws passed at 
the late session which should be corrected; and, whereas, many 
other legitimate subjects of legislation failed of maturity at the 
late session, 

Now, Therefore, I, Benjamin F. Potts, Governor of Montana 
Territory, by virtue of the authority vested in me by the Organic 
Act of said Territory, and by and with the approval of the Pres- 
ident of the United States, it is hereby ordered that the Legisla- 
tive Assembly of said Territory convene in Extraordinary Session, 
at Helena, the Capital of said Territory, on Tuesday, the first day 
of July, A. D. 1879, at 12 o’clock m. of said day, to consider 
such important subjects of legislation as the general welfare of 
the Territory may demand. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set my hand and caused 
the great seal of the Territory to be affixed. 


Done at Helena, Montana, the Capital, on this the fourth day 
of June, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight 

[sEAL.] hundred and seventy-nine, and of the independence of 
the United States the one hundred and third.

Dennis C. Sheehy having received a majority of all the votes 
cast was then, by the President, declared to be duly elected Ser- 
geant-at-arms and Doorkeeper of the Council. 

Prayer was then offered by the Reverend John Armstrong, 
Chaplain. 

On motion of Hays, the Chaplain was granted indefinite leave 
of absence. 

On motion of Sanders, Messrs. Sanders, Ives and Hays were 
appointed a Committee to inform the House of Representatives that 
the Council, a quorum being present, had assembled in Extraordin- 
ary Session, and were ready to proceed to business. 

On motion of Ives, the Council took a recess for fifteen minutes

Resolved: That the Council be respectfully informed that this 
House had appointed a Special House Committee to wait upon his 
Excellency the Governor, to inform him of the presence and com- 
plete organization of the House, and that such committee had 
discharged its duty and His Excellency had communicated with the 
House before the receipt by the House of Council concurrent 
Resolution No. 2, 

The receipt of the Secretary of Montana was read, showing 
that Dennis C. Sheehy, had, on July 1st, 1879, duly filed with the 
Secretary his oath of office as Sergeant-at-arms and Doorkeeper, 
administered by the Governor. 

On motion of Ives, the President appointed Messrs. Ives and 
Sanders a Committee to inform the Governor that the Council had 
assembled with a quorum present, and was ready to receive any 
communication he might be pleased to make. 

On motion of Hyde, Mr. Kennon was granted leave of absence 
for the day on account of\ sickness. 

Mr. Ives, from Select Committee to wait upon the Governor, 
reported that duty performed. 

The tollowing communication from the Governor was received 
and read: 


GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


To the Legislative Asssembly of Montana, convened in Extraordinary 
Session, by and with the approval‘ of His Evwcellency the 
President of the United States. 


I now briefly submit for your consideration such questinns as 
appear to require legislative action. | 

It is made the duty of the Legislature, by an act of Congress, 
to apportion the Territory for legislative purposes, so as to conform 
to the reduction made in the legislative representation. This being 
a duty required of you by a law of Congress, and as members of 
no future legislature can be legally elected without the apportion- 
ment of the Territory for legislative purposes, the necessity of a 
compliance with the law of Congress is apparent and requires no 
further comment. | | 

No authority exists for the organization of the militia of the 
Territory. The Indian situation does not justify the Legislature in 
refusing to provide authority for the organization of the people in- 
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to military companies. Indian raids cannot be met and repelled 
unless the people are armed and disciplined for such service. It is 
idle to assume that we are to have no further Indian troubles 
while so many Indians are found within our borders and in such 
close proximity to the same. Reports reach me almost daily of 
Indians sacking houses, robbing camps, driving owners and herders 
from their herds, taking human life, stealing horses and other 
property. It cannot be denied that it is the duty of the Territory 
to protect the lives and property of its citizens, and this duty can 
only be accomplished by providing for the organization and arming 
of the people in military companies. The Executive authority is 
powerless to enforce the laws of the Territory when resistance to 
the execution of the same is too great to be overcome by civil 
officers. In my judgment every consideration of public interest 
and public safety demands at your hands the enactment of a well- 
digested militia law. | 

The bonded debt of the Territory is now payable at the op- 
tion of the Territory, and is drawing interest at the rate of ten 
per cent. per annum. The First National Bank of Helena, Messrs. 
L. H. Hershfield & Bro., and the Corbin Banking Company of 
New York, each offer to pay par for the entire debt, at the rate 
of eight per cent. interest per annum. I respectfully recommend 
that the Territorial Auditor and Territorial Treasurer be author- 
ized to negotiate the bonds of the Territory at the lowest rate of 
interest, not to exceed eight per cent. per annum. An act funding 
the debt of the Territory at a lower rate of interest should have 
been passed at your last session. 

The act fixing the compensation of the clerks of the District 
Courts is radically defective, and should be so amended as to avoid 
the construction that courts may place upon it. It is’ understood 
that the clerks in two of the districts claim six thousand six hun- 
dred dollars as their annual compensation, instead of sixteen hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, and will seek the enforcement of their claims 
in the courts. The expense and annoyance of such suits should be 
avoided by making the law definite and certain. 

I repeat my recommendation made at the regular session, for 
the enactment of a law requiring litigants to pay the fees of jurors 
in civil actions, and to amend the law in relation to the qualifica- 
tions of jurors. 

I have the honor to submit for your consideration a proposi- 
tion from the President of the Union Pacific Railroad Company 
(a copy of the same is transmitted herewith), containing the terms 
upon which said company will extend the Utah and Northern Rail- 
road into this Territory. I believe the proposition is the best that 
can be obtained, is reasonable, and should be accepted by the Ter- 
ritory. The officers of the Union Pacific Railroad Company do 
not hesitate to say that the Utah and Northern Railroad will not 
be extended any further north than is necessary to control the 
business of the Territory, unless friendly legislation is extended. 
I am aware that the opponents of exemption assert that the road 
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will be extended into the Territory without any friendly legislation. 
Now, if any evidence can be produced to sustain this position, I 
will gladly join in opposing exemption, or any other aid. I am 
satisfied the people of the Territory desire railroad communication, 
and favor extending such friendly legislation as will insure the 
construction of a railroad into the Territory at an early day. In 
the year 1876 Lewis and Clarke county voted almost unanimously 
three hundred and fifty thousand dollars in bonds for the construc- 
tion of a railroad from Helena to Fort Benton, and on the ques- 
tion of voting a subsidy of three millions of dollars of coupon 
bonds to the Northern Pacific Railroad, the vote of the Territory 
stood 3054 for the subsidy and 3286 against it. Madison county 
voted 508 for to 396 against; Gallatin county, 709 for and 389 
against; Jefferson county, 342 for and 189 against; Lewis and 
Clarke, 568 for and 700 against. This vote is the latest expres- 
sion of public sentiment on the question of railroad legislation, and 
the large vote for a money subsidy, that reached nearly one-third 
of the tax duplicate of the Territory at that date, will certainly 
justify the present Legislature in procuring the construction of a 
railroad into the Territory for the small consideration of exempt- 
ing the road from taxation for the period of fifteen years. The 
pretended claim that exemption is the worst form of subsidy, is 
not entitled to any consideration at the hands of reasonable men, 
for exemption does not even imply the payment of any money, or 
the issuance of bonds, or in any manner involve the credit of 
the Territory. The experience of every country penetrated by 
railroads clearly demonstrates that every section of Montana will 
be benefitted by the construction of a railroad to the important 
business points of the Territory. If I did not believe that a rail- 
road would add materially to the prosperity of the people, I cer- 
tainly would not favor the legislation suggested. — 

I trust you will approach this question impartially and with- 
out passion or local prejudice. Each member is a representative 
of the Territory at large, and not a local representative. Although 
each member is elected by a portion of the people of the Territory, 
each is a member for the whole Territory. Being members of the 
entire Territory, no mere local interest should control your action 
as legislators. The members from Deer Lodge should be no less 
vigilant in protecting the interests of the people of Madison, of 
Missoula, of Gallatin, or of Lewis and Clarke, than of the people 
of Deer Lodge. No member acts wisely who acts only for his own 
locality, without consulting the general welfare of the people of the 


whole Territory.

Your Committee on Roads and Highways, having disagreed as 
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to their report on that portion of the Governor’s message relating to 
railroads, the undersigned, a minority of said Committee, respect- 
fully reports that he has duly considered the same, and presents 
the following as the result of his investigation, for the counsidera- 
tion of the Council: 

First—He considers the recommendations of the Governor con- 
cerning the exemption of the Utah Northern Railroad as unwise 
and impolitic, and subversive of the general principle of equal 
taxation, that such exemption, if granted to but one corporation, 
would enable it to underbid competitors for the freight and 
passenger traffic of the Territory to the extent of such exemption, 
and will deter to that extent like enterprises, and prevent that 
wholesome competition between rivals, so necessary to insure to the 
public low rates and to protect them from the greed and avarice 
of one sole monopoly. 

Second—It would be granting to one company a special 
privelege in direct conflict with the provisions of section 1887, of 
the Revised Statutes of the United States. | 

Third—If, to avoid the provisions of the United States law, 
a, general law should be passed exempting all railroads, it would 
have the effect to exempt from taxation an amount of property, 
which would require protection from the government so euormous, 
that it would unjustly impose upon the balance of the property of 
the Territory a burden which, in the opinion of the undersigned, 
no representative can be justified in forcing by such an 
enactment upon his constituents: as an example the undersigned 
would call attention to the Northern Pacific Railroad, with its 
enormous land grant, which will traverse this Territory for a 
distance of about seven hundred and sixty miles. Its property, 
consisting of 30,400 square miles, or 19,456,000 acres of land, 
besides track, rolling stock, machine shops, etc., would, under such 
a law, be exempt from taxation, or by way of comparison, an 
amount of property of more than double the assessed valuation of 
the Territory to-day, would, by such general law, be released from 
sharing its proportion of the expenses of the government, whilst 
the balance of the property within the Territory would be com- 
pelled to bear the whole burden and to protect this exempted 
property. | 

Fourth—The undersigned spurns with contempt the imputation 
of the Governor, or of the Utah Northern Railroad Company, that 
the Legisative Assembly, or any of the members thereot, or that 
the people of the Territory are unfriendly to any railroad enterprise 
or desire to pass any unfriendly legislation, but on the contrary, he 
believes that this Legislature and its constituents are friendly to- 
ward all enterprises which will develop the latent resources of 
Montana. That this Legislature does not desire, nor do the people 
of Montana, in his opinion, wish to place any obstacle in the way 
of any company seeking to extend its road within our boundaries. 
That the remainder of that portion of the message referred to 
said Committee, requires no answer, as by careful reading a school-

To the Legislative Assembly: 


Your attention is again invited to the subject of the keeping 
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and maintaining the insane of the Territory. The law should be 
amended so as to authorize the appointment of a reputable 
physician to visit the asylum, and examine all inmates at least 
once per quarter, and report on their condition, their medical treat- 
ment, the adaptability of the place of confinement, and the 
names of those, if any, who have so far recovered that they may 
with safety be discharged.. I trust you will take early and 
favorable action upon this subject. 

Your attention is also invited to the fact that the accommoda- 
tions for a further. number of convicts in the United States 
Penitentiary at Deer Lodge are limited, and provision should be 
made by law for the confinement.of convicts elsewhere, when they 
cannot be kept at Deer Lodge. It is now very evident that Congress 
will not make an appropriation for the building of a wing to the 
present buiiding, and if the number of convicts increase in the 
future as rapidly as they have in the last two years, the prison 
room will be wholly inadequate. A contract can be made for the 
keeping of convicts with the lessee of the Nebraska Penitentiary 
at Lincoln, at a cost of forty cents per day. I respectfully recom- 
mend that when the prison accomodations at Deer Lodge are in- 
sufficient, authority be granted to make a contract for keeping con- 
victs sentenced for long terms elsewhere, upon the most favorable 
terms that can be obtained. JI have obtained from the United 
States a reduction of twenty-five cents per day for keeping convicts 
at the United States Penitentiary at Deer Lodge, on and after 
August first next.

GOVERNOR’S PROCLAMATION. 


WueErREAs, the Eleventh Legislative Assembly of Montana 
Territory adjourned without making an apportionment of the Ter- 
ritory for legislative purposes, as required by the law of Congress; 
and, whereas, the safety of the lives and property of the people of 
the Territory requires such legislation as will enable them, by 
armed organizations, to protect themselves and their property from 
Indian depredations; and, whereas, the said Legislative Assembly 
failed to enact a'law providing for the funding of the debt of the 
Territory at a lower rate of interest than the Territory now pays; 
and, whereas, serious errors appear in some of the laws passed at 
the late session which should be corrected; and, whereas, many 
other legitimate subjects of legislation failed of maturity at the 
late session, 

Now, Therefore, I, Benjamin F. Potts, Governor of Montana 
Territory, by virtue of the authority vested in me by the Organic 
Act of said Territory, and by and with the approval of the Pres- 
ident of i United States, it is hereby ordered that the Legisla- 
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tive Assembly of said Territory convene in Extraordinary Session, 
at Helena, the Capital of said Territory, on Tuesday, the first day 
of July, A. D. 1879, at 12 o’clock m. of said day, to consider 
such important subjects of legislation as the general welfare of 
the Territory may demand.

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


To the Legislative Asssembly of Montana, convened in Extraordinary 


Session, by and with the approval of His Excellency the 


President of the United States, 


I now briefly submit for your consideration such questinns as 
appear to require legislative action. 

It is made the duty of the Legislature, by an act of Congress, 
to apportion the Territory for legislative purposes, so as to conform 
to the reduction made in the legislative representation. This being 
a duty required of you by a law of Congress, and as members of 
no future legislature can be legally elected without the apportion- 
ment of the Territory for legislative purposes, the necessity of a 
compliance with the law of Congress is apparent and requires no 
further comment. P 

No authority exists for the organization of the militia of the 
Territory. The Indian situation does not justify the Legislature in 
refusing to provide authority for the organization of the people in- 
to military companies. Indian raids cannot be met and repelled 
unless the people are armed and disciplined for such service. It is 
idle to assume that we are to have no further Indian troubles 
while so many Indians are found within our borders and in such 
close proximity to the same. Reports reach me almost daily of 
Indians sacking houses, robbing camps, driving owners and herders 
from their herds, taking human life, stealing horses and other 
property. It cannot be denied that it is the duty of the Territory 
to protect the lives and property of its citizens, and this duty can 
only be accomplished by providing for the organization and arming 
of the people in military companies. The Executive authority is 
powerless to enforce the laws of the Territory when resistance to 
the execution of the same is too great to be overcome by civil 
officers. In my judgment every consideration of public interest 
and public safety demands at your hands the enactment of a well- 
digested militia law. 

The bonded debt of the Territory is now payable at the op- 
tion of thé Territory, and is drawing interest at the rate of ten 
per cent. per annum. The First National Bank of Helena, Messrs. 
L. H. Hershfield & Bro., and the Corbin Banking Company of 
New York, each offer to pay par for the entire debt, at the rate 
of eight per cent. interest per annum. I respectfully recommend 
that the Territorial Auditor and Territorial Treasurer be author- 
ized to negotiate the bonds of the Territory at the lowest rate of 
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interest, not to exceed eight per cent. per annum. An act funding 
the debt of the Territory at a lower rate of interest should have 
been passed at your last session. . 

The act fixing the compensation of the clerks of the District 
Courts is radically defective, and should be so amended as to avoid 
the construction that courts may place upon it. It is understood 
that the clerks in two of the districts claim six thousand six hun- 
dred dollars as their annual compensation, instead of sixteen hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, and will seek the enforcement of their claims 
in the courts. The expense and annoyance of such suits should be 
avoided by making the law definite and certain. 

I repeat my recommendation made at the regular session, for 
the enactment of a law requiring litigants to pay the fees of jurors 
in civil actions, and to amend the law in relation to the qualifica- 
tions of jurors. 

I have the honor to submit for your consideration a proposi- 
tion from the President of the Union Pacific Railroad Company 
(a copy of the same is transmitted herewith), containing the terms 
upon which said company will extend the Utah and Northern Rail- 
road into this Yerritory. I believe the proposition is the best that 
can be obtained, is reasonable, and should be accepted by the Ter- 
ritory. The officers of the Union Pacific Railroad Company do 
not hesitate to say that the Utah and Northern Railroad will not 
be extended any further north than is necessary to control the 
business of the Territory, unless friendly legislation is extended. 
I am aware that the opponents of exemption assert that the road 
will be extended into the Territory without any friendly legislation. 
Now, if any evidence can be produced to sustain this position, I 
will gladly join in opposing exemption, or any other aid. I am 
satisfied the people of the Territory desire railroad communication, 
and favor extending such friendly legislation as will insure the 
construction of a railroad into the Territory at an early day. In 
the year 1876 Lewis and Clarke county voted almost unanimously 
three hundred and fifty thousand dollars in bonds for the construc- 
tion of a railroad from Helena to Fort Benton, and on the ques- 
tion of voting a subsidy of three millions of dollars of coupon 
bonds to the Northern Pacific Railroad, the vote of the Territory 
stood 3054 for the subsidy and 3286 against it. Madison county 
voted 508 for to 396 against; Gallatin county, 709 for and 39 
against; Jefferson county, 342 for and 189 against; Lewis and 
Clarke, 568 for and 700 against. This vote is the latest expres- 
sion of public sentiment on the question of railroad legislation, and 
the large vote for a money subsidy, that reached nearly one-third 
of the tax duplicate of the Territory at that date, will certainly 
justify the present Legislature in procuring the construction of a 
railroad into the Territory for the small consideration of exempt- 
ing the road from taxation for the period of fifteen years. ‘The 
pretended claim that exemption is the worst form of subsidy, ig 
not entitled to any consideration at the hands of reasonable men, 


for exemption does not even imply the payment of any money, or 
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the issuance of bonds, or in any manner involve the credit of 
the Territory. The experience of every country penetrated by 
railroads clearly demonstrates that every section of Montana will 
be benefitted by the construction of a railroad to the important 
business points of the Territory. If I did not believe that a rail- 
road would add materially to the prosperity of the people, I cer- 
tainly would not favor the legislation suggested. 

I trust you will approach this question impartially and with- 
out passion or local prejudice. Each member is a representative 
of the Territory at large, and not a local representative. Although 
each member is elected by a portion of the people of the Territory, 
each is a member for the whole Territory. Being members of the 
entire Territory, no mere local interest should control your actions 
as legislators. The members from Deer Lodge should be no less 
vigilant in protecting the interests of the people of Madison, of 
Missoula, of Gallatin, or of Lewis and Clarke, than of the people 
of Deer Lodge. No member acts wisely who acts only for his own 
locality, without consulting the.general welfare of the people of the 


whole Territory. .

armed organizations, to protect themselves and their property from 
Indian depredations; and, whereas, the said Legislative Assembl 
failed to enact a law providing for the funding of the debt of the 
Territory at a lower rate of interest than the Territory now pays; 
and, whereas, serious errors appear in some of the laws passed at 
the late session which should be corrected; and, whereas, many 
other legitimate subjects of legislation failed of maturity at the 
late, session, 


Now, Therefore, I, Benjamin F. Potts, Governor of Montana 
Territory, by virtue of the authority vested in me by the Organic 
Act of said Territory, and by and with the approval of the Pres- 
ident of the United States, it is hereby ordered that the Legisla- 
tive Assembly of said Territory convene in Extraordinary Session, 
at Helena, the Capital of said Territory, on Tuesday, the first day 
of July, A. D. 1879, at 12 o’clock m. of said day, to consider 
such important subjects of legislation as the general welfare of 
the Territory may demand.

To the Legislative Assembly : 


Your attention is again invited to the subject of the keeping 
and maintaining the insane of the Territory. The law should be 
amended so as to authorize the appointment of a reputable 
physician to visit the asylum, and examine all inmates at least 
once per quarter, and report on their condition, their medical treat- 
ment, the adaptability of the place of confinement, and the 
names of those, if any, who have so far recovered that they may 
with safety be discharged. I trust you will take early and 
favorable action upon this subject. 

Your attention is also invited to the fact that the accommoda- 
tions for a further number of convicts in the United States 
Penitentiary at Deer Lodge are limited, and provision should be 
made by law for the confinement of convicts elsewhere, when they 
cannot be kept at Deer Lodge.. It is now very evident that Congress 
will not make an appropriation for the building of a wing to the 
‘present buiiding, and if the number of convicts increase in the 
future as rapidly as they have in the last two years, the prison 
room will be whelly inadequate. A contract can be made for the 
keeping of convicts with the lessee of the Nebraska Penitentiary 
at Lincoln, at a cost of forty cents per day. I respectfully recom- 
mend that when the prison accommodations at Deer Lodge are in- 
sufficient, authority be granted to make a contract for keeping con- 
victs sentenced for long terms elsewhere, upon the most favorable 
terms that can be obtained. I have obtained from the United 
States a reduction of twenty-five cents per day for keeping convicts 
at the United States Penitentiary at Deer Lodge, on and after 
August first next.

PROCLAMATION. 


Wuereas, the Eleventh Legislative Assembly of Montana 
Territory adjourned without making an apportionment of the Ter- 
ritory tor legislative purposes, as required by the law of Congress; 
and, whereas, the safety of the Jives and property of the people of 
the Territory requires such legislation as will enable them, by 
armed organizations, to protect themselves and their property from 
Indian depredations; and, whereas, the said Legislative Assembly 
failed to enact a law providing for the funding of the debt of the 
Territory at a lower rate of interest than the Territory now pays; 
and, whereas, serious errors appear in some of the laws passed at 
the late session which should be corrected; and, whereas, many 
other legitimate subjects of legislation failed of maturity at the 
late session, 7 

Now, Therefore, I, Benjamin F. Potts, Governor of Montana 
Territory, by virtue of the authority vested in me by the Organic 
Act of said Territory, and by and with the approval of the Pres- 
ident of the United States, hereby order that the Legisla- 
tive Assembly of said Territory convene in Extraordinary Session, — 
at Helena, the Capital of said Territory, on Tuesday, the first day 
of July, A. D. 1879, at 12 o’clock m. of said day, to consider 
such important subjects of legislation as the general welfare of 
the Territory may demand.

‘And whereas, said Assembly is of the opinion, that as to the. 
first of the reasons in said proclamation assigned for convening 
said Assembly in Extraordinary Session, that the failure 
to apportion said Territory at its last session was owing to 
a want of knowledge, or of means to acquire knowledge, as to 
the population of the various districts of the Territory, to enable 
said Assembly to apportion the Territory according to the re- 
quirements of the Organic Act thereof, and of a subsequent act of 
the Congress of the United States, and in the judgment of this 
Assembly, said reason would have been more appropriate after the 
census of the Territory shall have been taken in the year 1880; 
and in the opinion of this Assembly, there is no sufficient founda- 
tion in fact for the assertion contained in the second whereas in 
said proclamation, and that the third and fourth reasons assigned 
are wholly inadequate, and it is the opinion of this Assembly 
that no such reason exists, or emergency has arisen, as to justify 
the Governor of the Territory in convening the Legislative As- 
sembly of this Territory in Extraordinary Session; : 

And whereas, the month of July is a season of the year 
when the important industries of the Territory require the particu- 
lar attention of the greater portion of the members of this As- 
sembly at their homes; 

And whereas, An act of the Congress of the United States, 
provides that no Territorial Legislature shall be convened, unless 
an appropriation shall have first been made to defray the expenses 
thereof, and that, as no appropriafion has been made for said pur- 
poses, as to this Extraordinary Session, and that said Assembly 
has been convened in violation of law, | 

Therefore, Be it resolved by the House of Representatives 
of said Territory, the Council concurring, that His Excellency, B. 
_F. Potts, Governor of said Territory, in consideration of the 
premises, and in convening said Assembly in Extraordinary Ses- 
sion, has violated his duties and obligation as such Executive, and 
is deserving of the censure of the people of said Territory. — 

Have had the same under consideration, and as expressive of 
their views thereon submit the following report: 

We consider it of vital importance in a government divided 
into executive, legislative, and judicial departments, that the func- 
tions of each should be clearly defined, and that each department 
should, in all cases, confine its action within the clear limits which 
are prescribed to it, without intrusion or trespass upon the domain 
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of the other. In the intercourse which business calls each depart- 
ment to have with the other, there should be nothing of arrogance 
nor yet anything of servility, and the common sense of men, as 
well as the rules of diplomacy, prescribes that this intercourse 
shall be conducted with unfailing courtesy. 

It is essential.to the conduct of the public business that it be 
conducted with deference to the privileges of each department, 
with some degree of forbearance to the shortcomings and mistakes 
which good intentions cannot always wholly prevent, and that each 
department, confining itself to the legitimate functions ccnceded to 
it, strive to do and perform its duty so that there shall be no just 
cause of complaint from the people whose public business is being 
performed. It is further essential that there shall be public confi- 
dence in the integrity of the officials who conduct the government, 
and respect for the character of the men to whom is confided the 
management of public affairs. 

Whenever this confidence and respect fails, it is the province 
of the citizens to meet and consider the exigency. It is their duty 
to condemn ail deflections from duty, and in the orderly methods 
which their system of government prescribes, to make such changes 
in their executive, legislative or judicial retinue as will fulfil the 
public expectation, secure the most patriotic, intelligent and unsel- 
fish service, and maintain in office those only who are faithful to 
the loftiest ideals. From an assemblage convened for this purpose 
no member of the Legislative Assembly is excluded, and there, if 
this preamble be true, the public sense may find expression upon 
the matter covered by the resolution which is offered to be passed 
by the two houses of this Legislative Assembly. 

But the Legislative Assembly is not a political convention. It 
was not elected to conduct or criticize the management of the 
other departments of the government. It is its business to legis- 
late, to memorialize, but not to scold. The duty of its members, 
indeed, to have an intelligent opinion concerning, the methods by 
‘which the other departments of the government are being conducted, 
is commanding; for it is essential to the framing of the legisla- 
tion by which their abuses are to be corrected. Whatever of 
wrong is detected may be fitly stated upon either floor of the houses 
of the Legislative Assembly, for the information of members, that 
they may enact such laws as will prevent its recurrence. 

There is, indeed, another function of the Legislative Assembly 
which may be called into exercise, and that is, the impeachment of 
officers holding office created by it, for such crimes and misde- 
meanors as it has defined to be punishable thereby. But this 
resolution does not proceed to that length, nor is it probable that its 
jurisdiction would extend to the officer named therein. The system of 
government under which it is our misfortune, rather than our fault, to 
live, denies us some of the rights which ought to appertain to so con- 
siderable a number of American citizens, and it is the part of wisdom 
to acknowledge this fact and seek itsredress by constitutional means, 
rather than to obtain seeming revenge by extra legislative methods.
